Commission  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  8.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers 
and  agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  9.  To  see  how  much  ^oney  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  ordinary  town 
charges,  for  support  of  the  poor,  the  maintenance  of  the  fire 
department,  for  lighting  the  streets  and  for  all  other  necessary 
expenses  arising  within  the  town. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $388.05  to  which  the  State  will  contribute 
$1,552.21  to  be  expended  on  Class  5  roads. 
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.  Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  eradication  of  the  White 
Pine  Blister  rust,  or  act  in  any  manner  thereon.

The  annual  physical  examination  of  school  children  was 
started  soon  after  the  reopening  of  the  schools,  by  Dr.  Edmond 
Lachaine,  school  physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.

9th.

The  circulation  has  dropped  this  year  as  it  has  in  all 
libraries,  due  to  the  war  taking  so  many  of  our  readers.  In 
this  library  it  has  been  caused  in  part,  by  the  fact  that  deposits 
of  books  are  no  longer  sent  into  the  schools,  as  it  is  so  very 
difficult  to  obtain  enough  books,  it  was  thought  best  to  keep 
them  all  in  the  main  collection. 

The  floor  covering  is  badly  worn,  but  the  selectmen  have 
promised  a  new  one  as  soon  as  it  can  be  purchased. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  Miss  Fletcher  as  assistant  but  others 
were  trained  at  once.  In  the  past  two  years  Miss  Garfield,  Mrs. 
Varno  and  Mrs.  Pelky  have  learned  the  desk  work  and  we  have 
a  waiting  list  of  others  who  would  like  to  do  so.  In  years  to 
come,  under  this  system,  it  would  seem  there  would  always  be 
local  people  to  carry  on  in  an  emergency  until  a  trained 
librarian  could  be  found. 

There  have  been  balances  in  fund  at  the  ends  of  the  last 
two  years  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  price  of  books,  binding 
and  supplies  have  increased.  It  is  impossible  to  buy  enough 
books  and  some  we  do  obtain,  we  wouldn't  own  if  we  could  get 
those  more  to  our  liking.  Books  are  chosen  for  every  type  of 
reader  and  a  book  that  doesn't  please  one  may  be  that  which 
another  enjoys. 

Mrs.  Watson  who  has  served  as  a  trustee  for  a  number 
of  years,  resigned,  and  Mrs;  Roger  Holland  was  appointed  to 
fill  her  unexpired  term.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE 


For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  the  Playground  Committee 
reports  a  successful  season.  The  Recreation  Field  opened  July 
3,  supervised  activities  were  concluded  on  August  25.  At- 
tendance throughout  the  season  totalled  527.  The  largest  at- 
tendance for  any  one  day  was  32.  However,  the  grounds  were 
used  by  many  during  the  evenings  and  during  those  hours 
when  the  supervisors  were  not  present. 

A  new  activity  was  available  this  year  in  connection  with 
the  Playground  facilities,  that  being  the  swimming  pool  at 
Streeter's  farm.  For  a  number  of  winter  seasons  the  pond  has 
been  used  for  skating  when  the  weather  permitted.  Last  spring 
the  pond  was  dredged,  cleaned  around  the  shore  line  and  the 
bottom  filled  with  sand  and  gravel.  A  float  was  made  and 
depth  markers  were  set.  The  pond  is  fed  entirely  by  springs. 
Samples  of  the  water  were  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
at  various  times  during  the  season  for  analysis  and  each  time 
was  reported  safe  for  bathing. 

Miss  Beulah  Howard,  student  of  Keene  Teachers  College, 
supervised  the  swimming  program.  She  also  supervised  the 
Playground  groups  in  the  mornings  assisted  by  Miss  Doris 
Worden.  The  playground  was  open  as  usual  from  9  a.  m.  to 
12  and  from  1  p.  m.  to  4  p.  m.  Monday  through  Friday.  The 
swimming  pool  was  open  Monday  through  Friday  from  1  p.  m. 
to  4  p.  m.  and  on  Saturdays  the  hours  were  from  2  p.  m.  to  4 
p.  m.  Adults  were  given  permission  to  use  the  pool  until  8 
p.  m.  without  supervision. 

The  attendance  at  the  pool  while  under  supervision  totalled 
1,561  persons.  The  largest  daily  attendance  was  72.  The  pool 
opened  under  supervision  on  June  29  and  closed  August  25. 

As  usual  the  pond  was  open  for  skating  during  the  winter 
season.  Light  was  provided  for  those  who  wished  to  skate  in 
the  evening.  Due  to  lack  of  funds,  no  provision  was  made  for 
supervision  of  the  skating  nor  were  there  funds  available  for 
removing  the  snow  and  keeping  the  ice  in  condition.  Early  in 
the  season  some  snow  was  removed  voluntarily  by  the  skaters. 
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In  the  annex  to  the  club  house  at  the  Recreation  Field  an 
upper  floor  was  built  to  provide  additional  storage  facilities. 
The  work  was  done  by  Lucian  Lerandeau  and  the  high  school 
boys  in  his  manual  trainino^  class.  They  were  assisted  by  Play- 
ground Caretaker  Clifford  Hall. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  the  Plaj^ground  Committee 
received  reports  of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Lerandeau  from  the 
Hinsdale  school  system.  He  had  been  associated  with  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  playground  since  its  origin.  In  fact,  his  interest 
in  suitable  recreational  activities  for  this  town  had  been  mani- 
fest many  years  previous  to  the  formal  organization  of  the 
Playground  Association.  We  are  indeed  indebted  to  Mr. 
Lerandeau  for  the  time  and  effort  he  has  given  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  recreational  program  for  the  children  of  Hinsdale. 

A  new  piece  of  equipment  was  added  to  the  Playground 
facilities  during  the  year.  This  was  a  castle  tower  provided 
especially  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  smaller  children.  It  was 
in  constant  use  during  the  summer  as  was  all  the  equipment 
provided  in  former  years,  namely,  the  swings,  slippery  slide, 
shuffle  board,  teeters  and  other  games. 

Eight  maple  trees  w^ere  planted  on  the  west  side  of  the 
field  near  the  fireplace  to  provide  shade  for  picnic  parties. 
They  are  approximately  25  feet  high  and  were  planted  by  Aiken 
Nurseries  during  October. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  many  individuals  and 
the  organizations  who  have  given  so  generously  of  their  time 
and  energy  and  who  have  cooperated  so  wholeheartedly  in  the 
development  of  our  town's  planned  recreational  program  dur- 
ing the  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report. 

Faculty  Changes: 

There  were  three  changes  in  the  hig^h  school  teaching  staff 
when  schools  reopened  in  September.  Mr.  Lucian  A,  Lerandeau 
resigned  as  head  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  Department  to  accept  a 
position  in  Springfield,  Vermont.  He  has  been  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Lindsay  V.  Hall,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College. 
Miss  Katherine  Green  resigned  as  head  of  the  English  and 
Modern  Language  Departments.  This  position  has  been  filled 
by  Mrs.  Gertrude  Stearns,  a  graduate  of  Smith  College. 

Miss  Carolyn  E.  Gove  resigned  her  position  as  Supervisor 
of  Music.  Mrs.  Walter  Angus  was  elected  to  this  position. 
Mrs.  Angus,  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music, 
came  to  us  from  Walpole  and  Alstead  where  she  taught  the 
preceding  year.  Mrs.  Angus  resigned  and  discontinued  teach- 
ing on  October  23,  1944.  She  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Angus  who 
had  received  a  recent  military  discharge  from  the  U.  S.  Army. 
Mr.  Angus  is  on  leave  of  absence  as  Supervisor  of  Music  in 
Berlin,  N.  H. 

Instruction  in  the  Fundamentals: 

There  has  been  a  great  expansion  in  Secondary  Education 
during  the  past  25  years.  Subjects  are  now  included  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  modern  high  school  which  were  not  found 
there  a  few  decades  ago.  Ultra  conservative  educators  have 
decried  loudly  at  this  encroachment  of  ''fads  and  frills*'  upon 
the  realm  of  the  traditional  subjects.  On  the  other  hand  edu- 
cators of  the  progressive  school  have  maintained  that  these 
newer  courses  were  necessary  for  the  universal  education  of 
the  heterogeneous  student  body. 

The  results  of  tests  given  by  the  armed  forces  to  inductees 
have  shown  conclusively  that  they  were  weak  in  the  funda- 
mentals. This  would  seem  to  bear  out  the  contentions  of  the 
conservative  educators  that  in  at  least  one  field  the  pendulum 
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should  begin  to  swing  back  and  that  is  the  field  of  the  funda- 
mentals. The  fundamentals  are,  in  the  phraseology  of  an  older 
generation,  the  three  R's. 

Reading  is  perhaps  the  most  important  subject  taught  in 
our  schools.  If  a  high  school  pupil  is  deficient  in  reading 
ability  he  cannot  be  expected  to  achieve  much  in  content  sub- 
jects, success  in  which  by  their  very  nature  and  presentation  is 
dependent  upon  the  ability  to  recognize  and  comprehend  the 
written  word. 

The  findings  of  the  Gates  Reading  Survey  adpainistered 
last  year  by  Supt.  Walker  indicated  that  this  problem  of  read- 
ing must  be  attacked  here  in  Hinsdale.  To  that  end  your  head- 
master is  at  present  taking  a  Harvard-Boston  University  course 
in  reading  and  is  applying  the  knowledge  so  gained  in  Hins- 
dale High  School.  The  reading  prograhi  in  the  high  school 
will  not  consist  solely  of  remedial  reading.  The  poorer  readers 
must  be  provided  for  and  at  the  same  time  the  better  readers 
must  not  be  neglected.  A  library  of  books  at  various  levels  of 
ability  is  gradually  being  accumulated  to  take  care  of  individual 
differences. 

The  handwriting  of  our  pupils  has  improved  greatly  since 
Mr.  William  Rinehart  introduced  his  system  in  town.  Our 
teachers  are  doing  splendid  work  in  the  instruction  of  writing 
under  Mr.  Rinehart 's  supervision. 

Arithmetic  and  spelling  have  received  their  share  of  atten- 
tion. More  pupils  are  taking  the  advanced  mathematics  courses 
than  ever  before. 

Schools  at  War  Program: 

Last  fall  the  high  school  pupils  and  Bridge  Street  pupils 
co-operated  to  fill  35  bags  of  milk-weed  pods.  The  floss  from 
these  pods  is  used  in  life  jackets  for  the  boys  in  service.  The 
floss  from  two  bags  of  pods  will  fill  one  life  jacket.  Our  pupils 
have  thus  accounted  for  a  little  better  than  17  jackets  and,  what 
is  more  important,  may  be  responsible  for  the  saving  of  some 
lives. 

Our  pupils  again  contributed  their  services  in  the  harvest- 
ing of  last  year's  crops.  This  work  was  done  in  accordance 
with  plans  formulated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.

The  high  school  band,  girls' 
ch^orus,  boys'  glee  club  and  grade  school  pupils  all  participated 
in  the  program  which  was  greatly  enoyed  by  a  capacity  audi- 
ence. 
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A  Sophomore  dance  was  scheduled  for  January.  This  was 
followed  by  the  Senior  Fair  in  February.  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Stearns  is  dramatic  coach  this  year  and  is  directing  the  Seniors 
in  producing  "The  Bat." 

Mr.  Angus  has  started  a  high  school  dance  orchestra  which 
will  make  a  public  appearance  in  th,e  spring.  Another  concert 
will  also  be  given  in  March. 

Extra  curricular  activities  are  part  of  the  life  of  a  high 
school  pupil.  In  so  far  as  possible  we  strive  to  have  at  least 
one  each  month. 

Miscellaneous : 

The  problems  of  attendance  and  punctuality  continue  to 
plague  the  administration  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hinsdale  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report. 

Teachers:  The  difficulty  of  securing  teachers  for  a  small 
town  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  none  was  available  for  the 
Plains  School  in  the  fall.  Consequently,  it  was  found  necessary 
by  the  School  Board  to  close  this  school  and  transport  the  chil- 
dren to  the  Bridge  Street  School. 

At  the  Bridge  Street  School,  Miss  Margaret  Coll  returned  to 
her  work  in  the  second  grade  after  a  year's  leave  of  absence. 

Headmaster  Lees'  report  gives  the  faculty  changes  in  the 
High  School  building. 

For  a  few  years  to  come,  at  least,  it  is  probable  that  the 
smaller  rural  centers  will  h,ave  to  depend  on  local  women,  many 
of  them  married,  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  schools  as  the  en- 
rollment in  the  various  teachers  colleges  is  much  below  average. 
What  graduates  there  are  from  these  training  schools,  they  re- 
fuse, with  rare  exceptions,  to  teach  in  rural  schools  or  in  towns 
where,  in  general,  the  salary  scales  are  much  lower  than  in  the 
larger  towns. 

Trajisportation :  The  following  changes  were  made  in  the 
transportation  routes : 

North  Hinsdale:  It  was  found  necessary  to  have  Griffin's 
bus  make  two  full  trips  in  order  to  carry  pupils  to  the  Bridge 
Street  School  and  High  School.  The  hours  in  the  schools  were 
staggered  in  order  that  the  children  in  the  lower  grades  could 
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go  on  the  second  trip  in  the  morning  and  return  on  the  first  in 
the  afternoon.  This  arrangement  seems  to  be  working  satis- 
factorily. 

Chesterfield  and  Northfield  Route:  Mr.  Herman  Hudson 
resigned  as  conveyor  on  these  routes  in  January.  They  were 
taken  over  by  Mr.  Orson  Smith.  Mr.  Hudson  had  given  success- 
ful service  over  a  number  of  years  and,  I  am  sure,  that  Mr.  Smith 
will  continue  the  same  kind  of  efficient  service. 

All  conveyors  are  still  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
set  up  by  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation  concerning  mile- 
age and  stops. 

Health  Education:  According  to  an  editorial  in  the  Con- 
cord Daily  Monitor  on  January  26,  1945,  the  selective  service 
survey  of  rejections  does  not  flatter  New  Hampshire  where 
38.9  per  cent  of  those  called  for  induction  were  not  accepted. 
This  compares  with  a  national  average  of  36  per  cent  with  the 
lowest  rate  of  rejections  being  in  the  newer  states  of  the  Union, 
all  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  in  the  central  or  northern 
tier  of  these  states.  In  New  England,  Vermont  has  the  worst 
showing  though  the  other  states  in  this  region  are  only  slightly 
better  than  New  Hampshire.  An  analysis  by  occupations  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  the  greatest  percentage  of  rejections  were 
among  farmers  and  domestic  workers  as  a  group. 

Also,  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  revealed  the  fact  that 
the  people  of  New  Hampshire  have  about  the  poorest  teeth  in 
the  nation  and  that  poor  teeth  can  and  do  cause  other  troubles. 

The  children  of  Hinsdale  are  examined  once  a  year  by  a 
doctor  appointed  by  the  School  Board.  He  is  assisted  by  the 
District  Nurse  who  is  also  responsible  for  follow-up  work  and 
visiting  the  homes  in  order  to  advise  parents  concerning  the 
correction  of  defects. 

The  audiopieter  test  for  hearing  has  been  given  under  the 
supervision  of  the  District  Nurse  for  the  last  three  years. 
Several  cases  of  deafness  have  been  found  which  would  war- 
rant clinical  treatment. 

Also,  sporadic  attempts  have  been  made  to  better  the 
condition  of  the  teeth  of  the  children  by  securing  the  services 
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of  a  dentist.     For  instance,  in  Ma3%  1942,  Dr.  Harvey  Grimes 
of  Keene  treated  115  children  at  the  clinic  held  in  Hinsdale. 

Like  most  other  good  things  in  life,  good  health  can  only 
come  through  continuous,  constructive  and  cooperative  action. 
Poor  teeth,  no  doubt,  can  be  corrected  by  visiting  the  dentist 
once  every  three  years  but  a  more  satisfactory  plan  would  be  to 
visit  him  more  often  and,  in  the  meantime,  brush  the  teeth  at 
least  daily.  Poor  vision  may  be  corrected  to  some  degree  by 
the  oculist  but  man,y  cases,  no  doubt,  could  be  prevented  if 
adequate  artificial  lighting  was  provided  in  the  homes  and 
schools  of  the  children.  Poor  dietary  conditions  can  be  re- 
medied in  part  through  the  use  of  vitamin  pills  bui  a  more 
satisfactory  solution  in  the  case  of  children,  at  least,  would  be 
to  provide  balanced  meals. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
pupils  and  teachers,  to  the  School  Board  and  to  the  parents 
and  patrons  of  our  schools  for  their  loyalty  and  cooperation.

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ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  liirht  that  everyone  can  get  into.  Last  year  in 
this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned  over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of 
which  2,788  acres  were  valuable  timber  and  young  growth.  With  available 
manpower  the  lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you  can  help 
to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these  fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden  before 
starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under  certain  condi- 
tions is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  control  your  fire — 
a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of  negligence  in  case  it  gets 
away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly  to  your  forest 
fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches  and  pipes.  Smok- 
ers caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You  can't  feel  safe 
while  there  is  a  spark  left.
